Dayton 2012 — It Was A Success In My 
Book

y wife Vicky AE9YL and | drove down 

to Dayton early Friday morning 
for the Dayton HamVention. We made a 
quick stop in Piqua (about 20- miles north 
of Dayton) to reserve a room for the night, 
and arrived at the Hara Arena around 9:30 
AM. 


We wandered around inside and ran 
into many friends, including quite a few 
from the Fort Wayne area (Joe K9MRI, 
Marc KB9MW, and Steve W9SAN come to 
mind). After eating lunch we headed out- 
side to walk the flea market. For a couple 
years I've been checking eBay and other 
internet sites for the bug (semi-automatic 
key) that | used as a Novice. Lo and be- 
hold, | found one and purchased it (see 
the accompanying photo). As far as | was 
concerned, Dayton 2012 was now a suc- 
cess and | could have left for home. 


But we stayed, of course. We attend- 
ed the Antenna Forum (moderated by 
Tim K3LR) Friday afternoon. Tony K1KP 
gave an excellent presentation about 
interaction problems between his KT36 
20m/15m/10m tribander and his 2-el- 


ement 40m Yagi, which are mounted 
on the same tower (the KT36 is on top). 
Whenever either antenna was turned, 
the SWR of the 40m Yagi would change, 
which would require re-tuning of the 40m 
amplifier. The root cause of this problem 
is the fact that the KT36 boom, with the 
elements directly connected to the boom 
(not insulated from the boom), resonates 
on 40m. The solution was to insulate the 
element from the boom that had the 
most effect — the reflector. 


Additionally, Tony converted the 2-ele- 
ment parasitic Yagi design to a 2-element 
Moxon design for more gain, better front- 
to-back, and more SWR bandwidth. After 
these mods, he reports that turning either 
antenna doesn’t change the 40m SWR at 
all. And the improved 40m performance 
helps in the contests. K1KP’s presentation 
was a very nice blend of theory (using an- 
tenna modeling software) and practical 
considerations. 


We attended the Top Band dinner Fri- 
day evening (I have to admit it was one 
of the best meals I’ve ever had at an Ama- 
teur Radio convention), and listened to 
Frank W3LPL talk about the 1921 Trans- 


atlantic tests on 200-meters (hey, that’s 
close to 1.8 MHz). It was a fascinating talk 
about the early days of DXing on the low 
frequencies. 


On Saturday we walked around both 
inside and outside, again running into 
many friends. | was looking for more old 
Callbooks, but didn’t have any luck (I'm 
trying to find out if anyone had WN9AVT 
before me). We ate lunch in the flea mar- 
ket at the Greater Milwaukee DX Asso- 
ciation space. We attended the Contest 
Forum (moderated by Doug K1DG) right 
after lunch. The highlight of the Contest 
Forum for me was Eric K9GY/T6MO talk- 
ing about contesting in Afghanistan — he 
also received a standing ovation for his 
service to his country. The Contest Forum 
ended at 2:30 PM, and we immediately 
headed home to make sure we arrived at 
the kennel by 5:30 PM to pick up Snoopy 
(our Schnauzer). 


In summary, we enjoyed yet another 
trip to Dayton. The weather this year was 
very cooperative, | found the bug from 
my Novice days, and we saw many of our 
friends. If you went to Dayton, | hope you 
enjoyed it as much as we did.

Weather Service (NWS) criteria and all 
those who avoided transmitting because 
they didn’t see anything reportable. 


I'd also like to express appreciation to 
operators who followed the requested 
check-in procedure (make a single trans- 
mission containing your call sign and one 
or two words about what you wish to 
report). They really helped keep the net 
streamlined and enabled us to provide a 
constant flow of reports to the NWS. Just 
like in contesting, the shorter we keep 
each transmission and the more we avoid 
unnecessary repetition, the more we can 
cram into each minute. Operators who 
followed procedure June 29 made that 
possible. We need more operators like 
you! 


I'd also like to thank all those operators 
who listened carefully to what was going 
on during the net and adjusted their op- 
erations accordingly. For example, at one 
point, the station at the NWS (WX9IWX) 
asked that we stop sending reports of 
power outages. Another time, WX9IWX 
asked that we stop giving locations us- 
ing street names and instead give gen- 
eral area locations. Operators who were 
listening carefully saved us from having 
to repeat those directions. We need more 
operators like you, too! 


Finally, I'd like to thank those opera- 
tors who refrained from interrupting the 
net to ask questions like “I hear tornado 
sirens, is there a warning in place?” Opera- 
tors who instead got the information they 
desired from other sources, like broadcast 
radio, television and the Internet, enabled 
us to keep the SKYWARN net focused on 
collecting information for the NWS. We 
need more operators like you, too!
